“You will recall section six of the 
May presidential primary directs the 
election board at the time a voter 
goes to vote at the May primary, to 
give him the official ballot of the 
party that the voter designates oppo- 
site his signature on the. roster. There 
is nothing in the law requiring the 
voter to specify particularly in the 
roster the name of the party he de- 
elared himself to be affiliated with 
at the time he previously registered 
and as set feorth in his registration 
affidavit. 

“Section 1096A would appear to di- 
rect the board of election in each 
precinct to give the voter the ballot 
of the political party as set forth in 
his registration affidavit and none 
other.

ESSENTIAL 





HANDLING OF EGGS 
TO HATCH 





Figs cannot be expected from this- 
tles and neither can a full hatch of 
strong chicks be expected from poor- 
ly selected, carelessly handled hatch- 
ing eggs. The hens may be faithful 
sitters or the incubator, if one is 
used, be on its best behavior, but the 
best of incubation cannot overcome 
the handicap of poor eggs. Many a 
person who gives the chicks the best 
of care as soon as they are out of 
the shell, bestows on the eggs he is 
saving for hatching only the most 
cursory attention and then when on- 
ly a few birds hatch out is surprised | 
and grieved at his poor luck. Luck, 
those who know say, doesn’t enter 
into successful poultry raising. It 
is eternal care and vigilance on the 
part of the owner of the flock that 
spells success or failure. 


Breeding Stock Need Varied Diet 


































Strong, fertile eggs are the prime 
essential in good hatching. These 
can only be obtained from stock 
properly mated and kept under the 
best possible conditions to secure 
health and vigor. Eggs from overfat 
breeding stock do not usually pro- 
duce a large percentage of strong 
chicks. If breeders are confined they 
should be fed a varied supply of 
grains, meat, and green feed, say the 
poultry specialists in the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
The green feed asists in keeping the 
fowls in gocd breeding condition. 
The range is usually an fmportant 
factor also in the production of 
hatchable eggs. 


From 8 to 12 females of the Ameri- 
can, or general-purpose class, and 12 
to 15 of the Mediterranean class can 
be mated with one male, depending 
on his age and vitality. Abundant 
ventilation in the house is a great 
help in keeping the stock in good 
breeding condition. 

Abnormal, small, and poorly shap- 
ed eggs should be discarded. Do not 
set eggs which have thin or very 
porous appearing shells. Eggs should 
be set when fresh, if possible, and it 
is not advisable to use eggs for 
hatching which are over two weeks 
old, although stale eggs will fre- 
quently hatch. Selecting uniformly 
large eggs for hatching, which are of 
the same color, is one of the quick-| 
est ways to secure uniformity in the 
offspring and increase the size of the 
eges. 

Dirty eggs should be cleaned by 
rubbing lightly with a damp cloth, 
but care ghould be taken not to rub 
off any more of the natural bloom of 
the egg than is absoltuely necessary. 
Broken eggs in the nest may coat 
the rest with albumen. If this is 
not washed off the hatching qualities 
will be impaired. 

Do Not Allow Eggs to Chill 

Eggs for hatching should be col- 
lected two or three times a day in 
freezing weather to prevent chilling. 
Broody hens allowed to sit on eggs 
in the laying nests all day may hurt 
the hatching qualities of the eggs. 


Eggs in large numbers are gener- 
ally kept in a cabinet or turning 
rack for convenience in handling, in 
a room where the temperature is be- 
tween 50 and 60 degrees F., if possi- 
ble, although they will stand consid- 
erable variation. It is not necessary 
to turn eggs. kept only for a few 
days, but it is advisable to turn eggs 
daily which are to be kept over a 
week. Various commercial turning 
devices are sold by poultry supply 
companies, or the eggs may be kept 
in cabinet drawers and shuffled about 
with the hands by removing a few 
eggs from the trays. Commercial 
egg cases are sometimes used for 
holding the eggs for hatching. 


Eggs from different vartfeties of 
the same class of poultry may be in- 
cubated together, but is not advisa- 
ble to mix white eggs with brown 
eggs as white eggs often hatch a lit- 
tle earlier than brown ones. 


Neither the hen nor the incubator 
will hateh strong chicks from weak 
germs or from eggs which have not 
received proper care.

PATTON HOSPITAL 





Jane Bowers, who a year and a 
half ago was for 30 days prisoner of 
the county jail listed as a man and 
an army slacker, yesterday escaped 
in some unknown manner from the 
Patton hospital for insane, and po- 
lice all over Southern California were 
asked to cooperate in the search. 

It is expected that she will return 
to the garb of a man at the first op- 
portunity, for her hatred of her sex 
was intense. Because she was not 
beautiful like her sister, the young 
woman fled from her home in Kan- 
sas City eight years ago, and took 
up life as a man. She worked on 
ranches in San Bernardino Valley 
and then went to Palo Verde Val- 
ley, where she was—still living as a 
man—when war was declared and 
the selective draft summoned all men 
of military age for physical examina- 
tions. 

She faced the necessity of return- 
ing to the life of a woman or fleeing 
into hiding, and she chose the latter 
course. Death Valley became her 
refuge and for a year she lived in a 
cave in that wild country, suffered 
the agonies of a terrible summer 
when even the reptiles left the re- 
gion and battled against the “thun- 
ders of silence,” for to no human be- 
ing did she converse during an entire 
year. Finally she was sighted by a 
cowpuncher, riding far off the beaten 
paths in the search of stray cattle. 
and federal agents took up the hunt 
for the “slacker of Death Valley.” 

When Deputy Sheriff Dick Bright 
and a federal officer found her she 
battled against arrest and was over- 
powered and brought to the county 
jail. For 30 days she was a pris- 
oner in the hobo tank, and forced to 
mingel with men prisoners, for the 
jailers were ignorant of her sex. 
Then it was decided that the strange 
person brought out of the wilds of 
Death Valley might be insane. Phy- 
sicians examined her and—still as a 
man she was committed to Patton. 

At the receiving cottage of the in- 
stitution she was ordered to strip for 
a bath, an institutional requirement. 
She refused and the male nurse in- 
sisted. It was then that she broke 
down and sobbed and asked that a 
woman ‘be sent to her. To the ma- 
tron she confessed her sex. 

eHr parents in Kansas City read of 
her case in the newspapers and iden- 
tified her photograph as that of their 
long-missing daughter. 

Fo ra year and a half she had made 
progress toward mental recovery 
from the terrific shock of many long 
months alone in Death Valley and 
her fearful month in the county jail, 
where she expected momentarily the 
rough group of prisoners about her 
might discover her sex. But her hate 
of her own sex never softened and it 
is belfeved that she will at once 
esek male attire and again take up 
life as a man.
